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REMARKS 

Claim Amendments 

Applicants file this amended to correct certain claim dependencies as a result of 
the Examiner's Amendment. Claims 73, 74, 75, and 76 have been re-written in 
independent form and include the subject matter of claim 47 (as it stood before the 
Examiner's Amendment). These claims are newly added as independent claims 82, 90, 
98, and 106. Dependent claims of similar scope to claims 48-51, 55, 56, and 62 were 
added to the new independent claims. Applicants have cancelled claims 73-76. 

Additionally claims 73, 74, 75, and 76 have been re-written in independent form 
and include the subject matter of claim 59 (as it stood before the Examiner's 
amendment). These claims have been added as independent claims 114-117. The 
table below identifies the claim numbers and the numbering of the claims as of 
Applicants' 7 Nov. 2007 response.
